“I don't need this job, but-1 
want the challenge,” city man- 
ager candidate Preston Daniels 
told Belle Glade City, 
Commissioners as they inter- 
viewed him Tuesday morning at 
city hall. 

Also «interviewed Tuesday 
was longtime Belle Glade resi- 
dent Carl Seibert; currently the 
executive director for the EDGE 
Ceriter in Belle Glade. 

Four of the five city commis- 
stoners attended the workshop 
to interview the two candidates 
for the city manager's position, 
which 1s open once again after 
the majority. of the commission 
voted not to hire Tony Smith on 
Oct. 23. Mr, Smith 1s currently 
the director of administrative 
services for the Florida 


Bepartment of Labor and 
Employment Security and a 
former Rivera Beach City 


Manager. 

Commissibners voted not to 
hire Mr. Smith at a special 
meeting. Commissioners Steve 
Wilson and Steve "Weeks voted 
to hire Mr. Smith, but were out- 
voted by Mayor D. Bill Mathis, 
Vice Mayor Jeff Hawkins and 
Commissioner Don Garrett 

Mr. Smith's attorney, Glen 
Torcivía, who was at the meet- 
ing, says Kis client has a valid, 
signed contract and he will be 


advertised, and were not specific 
enough to allow a developer to 
provide an RFP Palm Beach 
County Senior Planner Vicki 
Silver also attended thé meeting

ue to be very rate sensitive and 
continue to bring in the same 
rate-sensitive customers, or they 
can improve the facilities, pro- 
vide service and then market the 
campground, to a clientele who 
will pay a higher rate if its mar- 
keted properly. 

Mr. Besing shared’ his experi- 
ence as à hotel marketer charged 
with bringing guests to a: doWn- 
town Cleveland hotel in the sum- 
mer time in the late sixties, at a 
time when the river was so pol- 
luted it was regularly catching 
fire. After researching what was 
unique. about the area, Mr. 


Besing said, he discovered that ” 


the hotel was only 40 miles away 
from a series of lake islands 
where wineries were located.

Commissioner Pete Moore

i Like many residents of tlie 
Lake Okeechobee área, | get 
Water from a private well. 

71 think the knowledge äny- 

hing that goes into’ the ground 
atound my home might at some 
point wind up in the water com- 
ing out of the tap has something 
tgpdo with my concerns about 
féftilizers, pesticides and her- 
bicides. 

For the sake of my own water 
süpply, I do my best to'usé nat- 
ural methods of growing the 
plants I want and discouraging 
those I don't. The fact that it's 
good for South Florida and 
good for the planet in general is 

t gravy. 

AY "Xeriscaping" is a word often, 
thrown about in commercials 
about saving water. -Even 
though it's a long wordrthat 

sounds like it might have some- 

ing to do with Mulder and 

Scully, xeriscaping simply 
means to plant native vegeta- 
tion. Native plants are better 
adapted to the drought and 
flooding cycles this area is 
ptone to. Native plants are also 
mre resistant to Florida 
insects. 

r As a working mom with two 
young children; I also appreci- 
ate the fact that native plants 
simply take less work. For 
example, we don't ever water 

e grass in’ front of my house. 
Watering just makes. it grow 
faster and then we'd have to 

j»w it. The only fertilizing 

me to the lawn was when one 
of the cows got out of the back 
pasture. 

When we first moved into our 
current home, we tried various 
kinds of shrubs around the 
front porch, but had little luck. 
What can you plant in a place 
Wai wao underwater during 
most of KI Nino? A nursery 
owner suggested hibiscus, 
» ich grows wild in parts of 

th Florida. We planted two 
dozen small bushes in February 
and despite the fact that the 
rainy season seemed to skip us 
this year, the flowering plants 
are now.four times their origi- 
nal size. They would be even 
bigger than that, but.I keep 
trimming them baci 

I even planted a Custard 
2f»le Tree in the front pasture, 

er being assured that cows

don't bother'this Florida native. 
Unfortunately. although" my 
cows are Florjda natives, they 
apparently didn't know they 
aren't supposed to eat Custard 
Apple Trees. 

Despite my best efforts to 
plant native vegetation, some 
nasty exotics try to sneak in. I 
ant currently waging the war 
against Tropical Soda Apples. 

Tropical Soda Apples appar- 
ently came to this country 
mixed into bales of imported 
hay. They like it here. They 
spread quickly, are hard to kill 
and even the Florida insects 
won't try to eat them. Tropical 
Soda Apple plants are covered 
in large, sharp thorns. Even the 
leaves have thorns. 

"Just cutting Soda Apples 


doesn't get rid of them. If you 
leave any part of the.root in the 
ground, the plant' can grow 
back. They are also spread by 
the seeds of the yellow fruit. 

Ranchers: have advised me 
that the only way to kill 
Tropical Soda Apples 1s care- 
fully cut the plants as close the 
root as possible. bag the plants 
(being careful not.to drop any 
fruit) and then treat the root 
directly with a powerful herbi- 
cide. Such is the lot of a weed 
warrior.

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Weather outlook for the coming winter 


When it comes to winter weath- 
er, 1 always defer to the residents 
of Minnesota. While 1 did spent a* 
couple of years in neighboring 
Wisconsin covering my share of 
cold snaps and blizzards, the 
folks who call Minnesota home 
are real winter weather. experts. 

After all. few places in. the world 
are as cold and white. 

So when I heard that state offi- 
cials in Minnesota were taking 
some unusual steps to prepare for 
the upcoming winter, it caught my 
attention, It seems that the state of 


Minnesota will pay farmers to» 


leave their corn stalks in the field 
this winter. 

Officials think the stalks will 
act as.a natural snow fence, keep- 
ing Minnesota highways clear of 
blowing snow and icé. Apparently, 
dozens of farmers have agreed to 
the plan. . 

It sounds like the weather-wise 


Stalking through the pasture folks in Minnesota think the com- 


with a garbage can in tow, trying 
to cut the Tropical Soda Apple 
plants without impaling your- 
self on the thorns, carefully col- 
lecting all the cuttings and fruit, 
and then using an eye-dropper 
to apply herbicide directly to 
the cut stem, Use a weak herbi- 
cide and the plant won't die 
Use too much strong herbicide 
and you will kill other plants 
around it and risk contamina- 
tion of the groundwater.

These experts predict the 
winter of 2000-2001 is going to be

“We've prohably forgotten over 
the last two years what a normal 
winter is like.” said NOAA admin- 
istrator Dr. James Baker. “With 
the la Nina out of the way, normal 
wintér weather has a chance 
to return to the United States this 
year.”

A “normal, winter? actually 
means a winter of extreme weath- 
er: periods of arctic outbreaks 
along with powerful storms 
dumping heavy snow. And a "nor- 
mal winter” means a better 
chance of a devastating freeze 
here in Florida. 

La Nina, the nickname for the 
cooler-than-normal sea surface 
temperatures of the equatorial 
Pacific Ocean, dominated the last 
two winters. That large pool of 
cool water affects the intensity 
and track of upper level winds, 
leading to worldwide changes in 
the weather. 

Over the last two winters, those 
upper level winds were steered 
into Canada taking most of the 
cold and snow with it. The results 
were two of the mildest winters on 
record.

Now that thé-La Nina 1s gone; 
climate experts expect a return to 
a more normal pattern for the 
upper lével winds. The result is 
expected to'be more snow and 
more cold air in the United States. 

For example, New -York, 

Boston, Philadelphia and 
Washington D.C..should have a 
very white winter. Experts think 
the Northeast will see more show 
than average this year. 
The Upper Midwest, on the 
other hand, can expect less snow 
but more arctic outbreaks. 
Climate experts think the region 
will experience more days of 
below zero weather this wiriter. 

The western third of the coun- 
try is likely to experience more 
heavy rain events, while the 
Southeast can expecta mild but 
wet winter. 

Heré in Florida, the experts are 
predicting a warm and dry winter. 
However, the potential for a signif- 
icant freeze is quite high. 

If the experts are right, a “nor- 
mal winter” is about to return to 
the United States. It sounds like 
the next few months will be very 
interesting „

Candy goblins gobble 
up profits from lower 
sugar prices 


Florida sugar farmers face a 
scary situation this Halloween, 
as the prices they receive for 
their crops remain low, while the 
big international manufacturers 
of sugar-containing products 
play a trick on American con- 
sumers. 

“Sugar farmers,are suffering 
from the lowest prices in over 25 
years, yet the food manufactur- 
ers are treating themselves to

record profit margins,” said Jim 
Terrill, Executive Vice President 
at United States Sugar 
Coporation. “While we are 
streamlinifig our operations in 
response to lower sugar prices, 
food companies and subsidized 
foreign sugar producers profit.” 

Since the start of the 1996 
Farm Bill, the wholesale refined 
sugar price has dropped almost 
29 percent and the price for raw 
cane sugar declined dramatically 
during this time. The big inter- 
national manufacturers of sugar- 
containing  products—from 
candy:makers to bakers and 
cereal companies—continue to 
raise their prices. 


"The price consumers pay for 
candy has risen more than 6 per- 
cent during this period. Cereal 
prices are up almost 7 percent, 
cookies and other bakery prod- 
ucts aré up 8 percent and ice 
cream prices have climbed by 10 
percent," said Luther Markwart, 
Chairman of the American Sugar 
Alliance, a national coalition of 
growers, processors, and refin- 
ers of sugarbeets, sugar cane, 
and corn for sweetener.

“Birds sich as 
quail, dove, song-birds and 
colonial seabirds are the most 
vulnerable to cat predation.”

vessel walls and decrease blood volume to reduce blood pressure. As your dentist, I am concerned about good man- 
agement of hypertension. Patients with poorly managed hypertension will often bleed more after routine dental 
surgery. Patients who take antihypertensive drugs may be more sensitive to the dental anesthetics (numbing mêd- 
icine) and experience a higher incidence of dizziness when elevated in a dental chair from a supine (lying back) 


| swallowing food can occur. Radiation treatment of the head and neck and disease conditions such as Sjorgren's | 
| Syndrome can cause dry mouth. As a dentist, I am aware of methods to restore moisture in the mouth (i.e. spe- 
| cific lozenges and gum, in some cases, artificial saliva). Routine oral hygiene is also important. 


The bottom line is that dentists, pl and specialists need to work closely to provide safe and effective
